EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. Claims 1 -3, 4, 5, 6-8, 9-1 1 , 1 2, 1 3, 1 4 and 1 5 (renumbered claims 1 -1 5) are 
allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 Uomori (5,726,704) and Barnea (5,781 ,066) fails to disclose 

restraining a degree of three dimensionality of the stereoscopic image based on an 
influence measure based on parallax quantity detected. 

Regarding claim 2 Uomori and Barnea fails to disclose restraining a degree of 
three dimensionality of the stereoscopic image based on an influence measure based

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on temporal shift of an image. Claims 3-5 and 12-13 depend on claim 2, therefore also 
allowable. 

Regarding claim 6 Uomori and Barnea fails to disclose regulating switching 
stereoscopic image to a two dimensional image based on an influence measure based 
on parallax quantity detected. 

Regarding claim 7 Uomori and Barnea fails to disclose regulating switching 
stereoscopic image to a two dimensional image based on an influence measure based 
on temporal shift of an image. Claims 8 and 15 depend on claim 7, therefore are also 
allowable. 

Regarding claim 9 Uomori and Barnea fails to disclose controlling a display of a 
visual image based on an influence measure based on parallax quantity detected. 

Regarding claim 10 Uomori and Barnea art fails to disclose controlling a display 
of a visual image based on an influence measure based on temporal shift of an image. 
Claim 1 1 depends on claim 10, therefore are also allowable. 

Claims 1-15 were rejected under obviousness-type double patenting over claims 
1-12 of US patent 6.614927. The examiner acknowledges terminal disclaimer filed. 
Thus, double patenting rejection is withdrawn and prior art fail to teach the disclosed 
features of the visual system. Thus, claims 1-15 are allowable.
